‘Pravda’ explains 


MOSCOW (Reuter), — “Pravda” 
yesterday said that the decline in 
the number of Soviet Jews shown 
by last year's census demonstrated 
they were becoming assimilated with 
other uationalities. 


Census figures published last 
month showed a drop of 117,000 in 
the Jewish population over 11 years 
—- despite predictions that it would 
imerease, Pravda" said the increase 
in some nationalities and decline in 
others showed that the various 2a- 
tionalities were assimilating. “This 
igs accompanied by the example of 
assimilation of nationalities such as 
the Mordvinians, Karelians, Jews and 
others," it said: The Mordvinians are 
8 people of some 1.3 millions living 
to the east of Moscow.

“Izvestia” Friday accused U.S, Re- 
publican Senator Jacob Javits of 
allowing pro-Israeli sentiments to 
take precedence over ‘his loyalty to 
the U.S.

WASHINGTON, (Reuter) — The 
U.S. Treasury Friday removed all 
controls on the use of dollars in 
transactions with China in line with

Most Arabs regarded Israel as 
an American bridgehead in the 
Middte East since the occupation 
of Arab territories continued large- 
ly because it fitted in with Amer- 
jean plans, it declared. 

To London, “The Times” 
that the U.S. and Israel “must be 
bracing themselves for the time — 
which might be even later this 
year — when Peking has an offf- 
clal say in Middle Eastern events. 
However much the Israelis are pre- 
pared to shrug off the U.N. role 
in their affairs, the Chinese pros- 
pect must-have supplied some sup- 
port for Mr. Rogers’ arguments

There 
las been no direct confirmation of 
these reports, but it Is interesting 
to note that ‘Foreign Minister Kha- 
Hl Abu Hamad has just scheduled 
visits to the Vatican and to Am- 
man, where he is due today. - 


Hussein prestige 

For Jordan's King Hussein, the 
Rogers visit proved a sharp boost 
to the prestige of his regime. The 
King can. feel himself slipping on 
the Eest Bank, where the terrorist 
challenge to his rule rises and 
falls, but does not disappear: and 
in the two-pronged political oppo- 
sition .which has blossomed on the 
West Bank, where some are 
against his return and others ob- 
ject to the current structure of 
his regime, and particularly to 
Premier Wasfi e-Tel. 


But whether Hussein continues to 
be viewed as the King of Jordan east 
of the Jordan river, or as Mr. 
Rogers put it, on “the two banks 
of the Jordan,” the incredibly self- 
confident monarch did prove during 
the visit that he was the 
master of ‘his country. On the East 
Bank, he thwarted the terrorist in- 
fluence so much that they even 
were unable to organize the dusi- 
ness strike they called for Am- 
man on the day of Mr. Rogers' 
arrival, On the West Bank, the only 
indication of opposition came from 
8. group of intellectuals, who sent 
& memorandum to Mr. Rogers in 
Jerusalem. The dissidents couldn't 
find a spokesman, despite — or 
perhaps because of the fact 
that the local rity has come 
to believe that the issue hinges 
neither on them nor on Jordan,

United stand at Knesset luncheon

MECRETARY of State Rogers’ 

working luncheon with the Knes- 
set Foreign <Affeirs and Security 
Committee on Friday should have 
made It plain to the visiting states- 
man thas his plan to solve the 
Middle East crisis was totally re- 
jected by the mainstream of LIs- 
raell opinion. 

Mr, Rogers, whose meeting with 
the elite parllamentary body was 
at his own request, contended in 
his 25-minute address that he had 
found an unmistakable readiness 
in Egypt for peace. The time was 
ripe for negotiation, he reportedly 
said, and the prime thing for Is- 
rael was to get to the table and 
discuss. He reportedly criticized 
Israel's leaders for their “obdurate 
stand,” and for their unwillingness 
to put their cards on the tabie 
and state their position clearly, 
as he felt the Egyptian leaders had 
done. 

Committee Chairman Haim Za- 
dok, who strove hard to preserve his 
body's tradition of secrecy despite 
Gahal’s frankness with the press, 
nevertheless went so far as to 
admit: “My impression, in general, | 
is that the U.S. would like to get 
Israel to adopt a clearer position.” 

Gahal chief and Committee mem- 
ber Menahem Begin spent over half 
an hour with foreign and local press 
and radio after the luncheon, giv- 
ing them a full report, while Align- 
ment menvbers hurried out tight-lip- 
ped. He criticized rhe Rogers Plan's 
stand on territorial changes as false, 
as Well a5 discriminatory. 

(Several members described the 
atmosphere throughout the lun- 
cheon as one of plain words and 
blunt speaking — but without acri- 
mony, To pressmen, watching from 
afar at the beginning and the end, 
it seemed as though Mr. Rogers 
kept his cool, but some of his 
aides would have preferred the 
whole thing to be done with.) 


Barrier to Soviets 


Mr. Begin said that Israel 
the only barrier to Soviet penetra- 
tion in the Middle East. He detail- 
ed the spread of Soviet influence 
all over ‘the Meditérranean and -the 
Red Sea shores. He calculated. for 
Mr. Rogers,- that 97 per cent of 
the Knesset opposed his plan, whieh 
would bring all of the country’s 
major centres of population within 
range of Arab Katyusha rockets 
and missiles. 

Dr. Elimelech Rimait (Gahal) 
said: "He seemed to be trying very 
very hard to convince us how im- 
portant it was in U.S. eyes. that 
some progress be made out of the 
present impasse by means of ne- 
gotiations. He said we should re- 
gard the Rogers Plan as the Nixon 
Plan, and adopt it. Perhaps the 
solidarity of the Conimittee was 
greater than he expected.” 

Issues affecting the overall s0o- 
lution to the Middle East crisix 
took up more of Mr. Rogers’ ad- 
dress than those .connected with 
the interim solution to reopen the 
Suez Canpal. Jerusalem did not fig- 
ure as 2 topic in its own right. 
Assistant Secretary of State Joseph 
Sisco said a sentence or two at 
one point, but otherwise did not 
participate. 

The Gahal summary of the work- 
ing luncheon was 4 gloomy one. 


Mr. Begin said that it left every- 
ohe sure that there were no peace- 
ful days awaiting them ahead. Dr. 
Rimalt said ir made the Committee 
realize the situation was graver 
than they Imagined, adding: ~The 
argument with Washington will be- 
come more strenuous if the Gov- 
ernment refuses to budge." 


Zadok comments 


Committee Chairman Zadok at 
first refused an official request for 
ἃ briefing from the Knesset press 
corps. When he learned that the 
corps was recelving full details in 
a Gahal version, he agreed to make 
a few general stutements, but dec- 
lined to set the record straight. If 
Gahal chose to break Committee 
secrecy, he said, that was thelr 
responsibility, 

Mr, Rogers, who was the first 
foreign diplomat ever at a Com- 
mittee session, spent two hours at 
the Knesset altogether. He came 
from a trip through the Old Clty, 
and went on by helicopter to Tel 
Aviv for his second conference with 
Premier Meir.

OOKING out across the broad 
Dead Sea plain from their hill- 
top settlement, the Essene commu- 
nity could see the ordered ranks 
of the Roman . approaching 
from Jericho. In haste, they gather- 
ed up their treasures — hundreds 
of scrolls inseribed with the teach- 
ings of their wise men - and de- 
posited them In nearby caves in 
their protective cylinders. The most 
important ones were rushed to the 
caves closest at hand, particularly 
to one just 100 metres from the 
central building. But the slow ad- 
vance of the Romans provided time 
enough to get the last of the 
scrolls into more distant caves. 
This reconstruction of events 
1,900 years -ago was provided last 
week at the rulcs of the Hssene 
settlement of Qumran by archaeo- 
logist Dan Bahat during a study tour 
of the Judean Desert, organized 
the Yitzhak Ben-Zvi Foundation.

Opposition complaints

Archaeologist Dan Broshi told the 
group that the reason the scrolls 
had been preserved for 2,000 years 
was not Decause of the dryness of 
the surroundings. If the air was 
too dry, he said, the scrolls would 
have long since disintegrated. Ra- 
ther it was a prevailing level of 
humidity — about 50 per cent — 
that proved to be the optimal con- 
ditions for preserving parchment. 
The ruing at Qumran adjacent 
fo the caves had been known of 
since the 19th century, but they 
had never been. connected to the 
Essene sect. With the discovery 
of the scrolls in 1947, archaeolo- 
gists began to probe the ruins 
with a fresh eye. They found no 
scrollg but they did come on 
hundreds of clay cylinders of the 
type used to store the scroils in- 
side the caves. They also found the 
seriptorium with the table and 
benches at which the serfbes. sat, 
and the niches’ in the “wall which 
doubtlessly served as closets for 
storing the scrolls. There was a 
long room which served as the 
communal dining room which was 
one of the central features of the 
Essene community, There were al- 
830 τὸ τας baths and a pottery work- 
shop. 

The building, ringed bya wall 
and defended by a two-storey tow- 
er, did not serve as a residence. 
The members of the ascetic sect 
lived in tents, suecot or caves 
around the central building of the 
commune. 

After the first find, Beduin and 
archaeologists swarmed over the 
caves in the -area looking for 
more scrolls.

Who were the Esaenses? Accord- 
ing to the archaeologists, they were 
an extremist Jewish sect who had 
gone off into the desert to prepare 
themselves for the coming of the 
Messiah and the great war between 
the Sons of Light and the Sons of 
Darkness that would .precede his 
arrival. : 

In place -of the treditional Jew- 
ish belief in free choice and the 
ability of the individual to repent 
the Essenes believed in a predestina- 
tion which marked everyone from 
birta as either good or evil. Theirs 


Sons of Light, and thelr separation 
from the rest of the world, the 
Sons of Darkness, was total. There 
were many Eissenes who lived in the 
towns; the desert community was 
the extremist wing with fanatical 
bellefs regarding purity. Those who 
wished to join the sect had to live 
at the fringe of the settlement for 
two years before they were accept- 
ed into membership. There was ap- 
parently no shortage of volunteers, 


Parchment preserved 


There had been settlements at the 
Qumran rite from the Iron Age, 
among .nem a substantial Jewish 
settle.nent during the Israelite 
Pe.iod. The Essenes resettled the 
site about 100 B.CE, They occupied 
it untit the great earthquake of 
31 B.C-E., when they abandoned it. 
King Herod had apparantly forbid- 
den its resettlement but the Essenes 
returned in 4 ἘΞ ΕΠ. upon his death. 
They remained until CE. when 
the Roman ‘Legions, advancing upon 
Jerusalem after conquering the 
north of the country, rolled over 
the Qumran settlement, The Sons of 
Light had their Armeggedon but 
details of the battle were lost in 
the general slaughter involved in 
the suppression of the great Jewish 
revolt by the Romang. There is 
clear evidence, however, that some 
of the Essenes got away to Mas- 
sada further down the Dead Sea 
coust, which wag to hold out five 
more years before it fell to the 
Roman ji αἱ. 

Down through the centuries there 
were tantalizing echoes of some 
ancient Jewish sect whose origins 
were not quite clear. There was 
the document in the Cairo Geniza.

Unity speech worries Cyprus Turks

NICOSIA (Ofns). — 
ie ‘US is a Greek isiand. We 
shall maintain its unity until 
we have handed it back to Greece,” 
When President Makarios said that 
recently, he sparked off a crisis 
which promises to lead Greek and 
Turks on the island Into a new 
confrontation. 

Whether the shrewd, politically- 
seasoned Archbishop knew what he 
was doing, or whether it was just 
@ chance remark, remains fiercely 
debated. The hot words were hastily 
deleted from the official version of 
the speech, but they had: been 
broadcast lve. And, as if taking 
his cue for a new era of free speak- 
ing, hig. Minister of the Interior 
said a few days later in a speech 
of his own that “the struggie of 
the Greek people for self-determina- 
tion and Enosis” was continuing. 

Neither politician had uttered 
anything new, But the status quo 
in Cyprus demands that Enosis — 
union with Greece — be kept as a 
comfortably distant, largely thcore- 
tical goal. Now that it bas been 
revived and uttered in earnest the 
island's Turks, who constitute 
nearly 20 per cent of the population, 
are alarmed.’ At least they are pre- 
tending to be alarmed — which 
could have the same results in the 
fragile atmosphere of Cyprus. 

What disturbed the Turks was 
the way both the President and his 
Minister had linked “unity,” “self- 
determination” and nosis. This 
precisely confirmed the worst and 
oldest Turkish fears of a three- 
stage Greek pilot. 


Talks stalled 


The frst results of the speeches 
have been to stall the “local talks" 
between Greeks and Turks that have 
been proceeding for two and a half 
years. For the firat time, the latest 
fortnightly meeting broke 
without a date having been fixe 
for the next meeting. Each side 
blames the other for this. 

Mr. Rauf Denktash, the barrister 
who negotiates for the Turks, told 
me ‘that efter "all this Bnogig, talk,” 
his ‘own aide had halted an incipient 


process of disarmament. Turkish 
armed strength on the !sland would 
stay at ‘between 10,000 and 12,000” 
he sald, adding darkly that “of 
course. if anything starts up here, 
every Turk on the island will be 
ugder arms,"" 

The Greeks insist there was no- 
thing sinister in the speeches. Mr, 
Giafkos Cierlades, Mr. Denktash's col- 
league at the Nicosia Bar who talks 
for the Greeks, raid it was all a 
“coincidence” because the 150th an- 
alversery of Greek independence 
fell last month within a fortnight 
of the 15th birthday of ZOKA, the 
Greek terrorist organisation: each 
was an occasion for speeches. To 
make matters more poignant. Ma- 
Karlos had been speaking at the 
unveiling of a statue to a dead 
EOKA hero at Yialousa, on the 
north-east finger of the island, 
which poinis at Turkey. This narrow 
peninsula had once been designated 
as ἃ Turkish base in a “solution” 
offered by the United States. Ma- 
Karlos, it seemed, had made his 
speech on the spur of emotion. 

But other Greek leaders told me 
they admitted there was a political 
motive in the speeches: to drive 
home the point to the Turks that 
they had been doggedly immobile 
in the talks. They had insisted on 
a degree of administrative apart- 
held that would make any country 
ungovernable. 


Devious pattern. 


The Turks also discern a devious 
pattern among the Greeks. “The 
first stage in the Makarios strategy 
ts to make Cyprus a Greek republic, 
keeping us in minority status.” sald 
Mr. Denktash.

Under section 3 of the Names 
Law, 1956, a child born out of 
wedlock takes the surname of its 
mother, unless the mother wishes 
|him to recaive the surname of his 
father and the father bas conseni- 
ed thereto, or unless the mother is 
reputed to be the wife of the 
father. In the present case, the 
petitioner wished the children to 
bear their father’s surname and 
the latter consented thereto, so 


another course open to her: that 
of applying directly to the Mints- 
ter for a review of the competent 
official's decision. So that he could 
not ‘accept the ent that the 
High Court is not ebtitied to con- 
sider the petition as the petitioner 
has not exhausted the administra- 
tive remedies open to her. 


Justice Cohn then went on to 
consider whether the respondent had 
been justified in refusing to ap 
prove the petitioner's choice of a 
vew surname. He was at a loss, 
he said, to understand how the 
change of the petitioner's name ta 
© “Shick” could possibly “infringe 
* public policy,” which was one of 
the reasons given by the competent 
official for invalidating it, In may 
have been the intention of the of- 
ficial to infer that the identity of 
names of a couple who are not 
married to each other would be 
against public policy because such 
policy demands that a couple liv- 
ing together should be lawfully 
joined in wedlock, and should not 
invent some kind of substitute for 
marriage by changing the woman's 
surname to that of the man. But 
as this intention bad oot been 
clearly expressed, he saw no reason, 
he held, why he should go in search 
of the official's hidden intentions, 
and all he could say was that on 
the face of it there is nothing in 
the name “Shick” which infringes 
or is likely to infringe pubiic po- 
licy, and this was sufficient cause 
for holding that this reason for dis- 
qualifying the petitioner’s change 
of name was unlawful. 

Justice Cohn thes went on to 
consider the competent official's 
second reason for disqualifying the 
petitioner's change of name: that it 
wag likely to mislead the public in- 
to thinking she was married to Mr. 
Shick. This reason, he noted. was 
based on the High Court decision 
in H.C. 73/66 (4 P.D. 30.615) and 
he fully concurred with the respon- 
dent that it was not for him (the 
respondent) to challenge a deci- 
sion of the High Court of Justice. 
So that there could be no com- 
plaint against the respondent in 
this respect. 


Powers overstepped 


However, continued Justice Cohn, 
the High Court itself was not bound 
by its own decisions and he, for 
his part, agreed wholeheartedly and 
absolutely with the minority in ELC. 
73/68, and was of the opinion that 
in disqualifying the change of 
name of the woman in the pre- 
vious case, 85 weil as in the pre- 
sent one, the Minister had over- 
stepped the powers vested in -him

In explaining this conclusion Jus- 
tice Cohn reiterated the opinion ex- 
pressed by the minority (Justices 
Witkon and Berinson) im HC.

Justice Landau, with whom Justice 
Kaho concurred, said that he 
agreed with Justice Cohn that 
failure to certify a change of n.

16 of the Names Law. 

On the other hand, however, he 
was of the opinion thar the late. 
ness of the competent officiats de- 
lay in sending a reply to the pe- 
titioner’s notification of her change 
of name did not justify ignoring 
the- provisions of section 24 of the 
Names Law, which enable ἃ peil- 
tloner te apply to the Minister for 
ἃ review of the official's decision.

Demand up for Palram plastic sheets

HAIFA. — sheets roade from 
polyvinyl chloride (P.V.C.), from a 
few millimetres thick to five centi- 
metres, . flat or corrugated, trans- 
parent, translucent or opaque, solid 
pressed, laminated, or reinforced by 
glass fibres, asbestos, rayon or me- 
tal megh — these are the products 
of a pew section of the Palram 
Plastics Works at Kibbutz Ramat 
Yohanan, officially opened by the 
Minister of Finance, and Commerce 
and Industry Pinhas Sapir last 
Thursday. = 
Palram’s _mansger, Mor- 
dechai Yariv, stated that the seven- 
year-old company had raised lis 
annua] turnover from IL750,000 in 
1967 to 1L3.5m. in 1970 and he ex- 
pected this to double next year as 
ἃ result of the sale of the new pro- 
ducts on the local and foreign mar- 
kets. The main users - of rigid 
P.V.C. sheets are chemical, atomic 


‘water desalination and. electronics 


plants, hothouses, schoo) buikiings 
and public Institutions, defence es- 
tablishments —- the latter because 
P.V.C, transparent window panes 
are shatterproof and do not splint- 


er. : 
The plant is already working in 


three shifts, and has orders heyond its 
production capacity, mainly from 
abroad. Three years ago, exports 
amounted to $140,000. Last year 
they were $258,000, and, according 
to the swelling order book, they 
will be at least $600,000 this year. 
Most of them go to the U.S.. Bri- 
tain, Europe, Bast and West Afri- 
ea. “Ours is an approved enter- 
prise. We received from the IL1.7m. 
investment in the new section 
from the Government 60 per cent 
in loans and a grant, and in re- 
tum we have undertaken to ex- 
port in two years 30 per cent of 
#ts output. in the third year 40 
per cent and thereafter half of it,” 
Mr. Yariv said. : 

The heaviest piece of equipment 
in the piant’s new section is a 
press with a capacity of 3,500 tons for 
the production of certain types of 
sheets, especiatly laminated ones, 
joined together under pressure and 
heat, with different qualities -of 
their two surfaces, for outdoor 
indoor use. The raw material, P.V.C. 
powder, is imported from France and 
Germany, and to a smali extent 
bor from Electrochemicals 
(Frutarom}. 

Extruders and heat turn the ther- 
mosetting plastic Into sheets that 


are highly resistant to any kind of 
weather. sunrays, and corrosion by 
chemicals. even phosphoric acid. 

The material is highly workable 
and easily machined. P.V.C. sheets 
can be gawn, drilled, nailed and 
bolted with ordinary tools. Trans- 
parent sheets transmit Ught like 
glass, and the transjucent ones dif- 
fuse light without glare. P.V.C. 
sheets are also credited with plian- 
cy and adhesion to cement. plaster 
ana wooden surfaces. with cheap 
maintenance. Depending on the ri- 
gour of their use, they have an ef- 
fective working life of six years 
with a slow loss of translucency. 
Mr. Yariv said that demand 
for them in Britain is mainly for 
greenhouses and enclosed veran- 
dahs. 

Palram is now trying out a new 
line of decorative sheets for re- 
sidential uses, for which Mr. Yariv 
expects a brisk demand. “Our pro- 
ducts méet and even surpass inter- 


and nationally recogmzed standards. It 


is a high-precision job we are do- 
ing and that is why industrially ad- 
vaneed countries are taking them.” 
So far Palram was the only plant 
making rigid P.V.C. sheets, relying 
on know-how from Austria, he 
said.
